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ORV ordinance awaits map and list 
of roads before riders can hit trails

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners adopted an ordi- 
nance last week that will allow ORV 
operators to travel on the shoulders 
of some county roads. 

Crawford County, Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) and 
Crawford County Road 
Comunission officials are stil] work- 
ing to develop a map of roads that 
will be opened throughout the coun- 


ty. It will not be legal for ORV oper- 
ators to ride along the roads until the 
ordinance and/or map is published 
in the Crawford County Avalanche, 
the newspaper of record for the 
counly. 

Last year, state lawmakers 
approved a law allowing counties in 
northern Michigan and the Upper 
Peninsula to open up local roads for 
ORV traffic. 

Under provisions of the ordi- 
nance, ORV riders can operate on 


the far right of the road, which 
means the shoulder of the road 
which is improved by pavement, tar 
and chips, concrete or similar mate- 
rials. Riders can also operate on the 


extreme right of the open right of 


way, when the roadway is not 
improved by similar materials. 
Operators must have a safety cer- 
tificate issued by the DNR, or a 
comparable certificate from another 
state or a province of Canada, in 
their possession if they are under the 


age of 16. A rider between ages 12 
and 16 must also be under the direct 
supervision of an adult. 

Older operators must have a valid 
driver’s license to operate an ORV 
under the ordinance. 

An ORV is not allowed to operat- 
ed on the road surface, shoulder or 
right of way on any state or federal 
road in the county. 

County officials have received 
various responses from the six

| Wording for 
second senior 
center proposal 


approved 


If both pass, the one with 
the most votes will prevail

In an attempt to pacify interests on both 
sides of the debate regarding the future of 
the Grayling Senior Center, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners approved 
ballot language to answer a huge question 
last week. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners approved language for a 
proposal that calls for borrowing $2 million 
in bonds to build a new Grayling Senior 
Center on property located at 4895 West 
North Down River Road on the east side of 

the East Branch of the AuSable River. The 
bond, which will be paid off over 20 years, 
will be paid by .27 mills being levied on 
each $1,000 of taxable real and tangible 
property in the county. 

The proposal will be on the same Aug. 4 
ballot as a county referendum which asks 
voters if the county should issue up to $1.5 
million in bonds to renovate the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery building to house the 
Grayling Senior Center. Those bonds 
would be paid off through the county’s gen- 
eral fund budget over a 20-year period. 

Language will also be on the ballot that 
says if both propositions pass, the proposi- 
tion receiving the highest number of affir- 
mative votes shall prevail. 

Crawford County Administrator Paul 
Compo said the county’s bond counsel 
advised officials that a provision in the 
Michigan Constitution addresses the issue 
of when voters approve two separate propo- 
sitions regarding an initiative. Compo said 
a 1983 case decided by the Michigan 
Supreme Court upheld the constitutional 
provision.

Officials to study 
new funding 
plans for recycling

Crawford County officials passed on a 
proposal to put a county-wide millage on 
the ballot to pay for recycling until they can 
gather more information and gauge the use 
of recycling services offered. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at their regular monthly 
meeting last week, opted to take up a pro- 
posal requested by the Grayling Charter 
Board of Trustees for a recycling millage at 
its Thursday, June 4, ways and means com- 
mittee meeting. 

Grayling Township officials asked for a 
one quarter of one mill proposal to be 
placed on the August 4 election ballot. The 
millage would have raised about $130,000 
a year to fund the collection and processing 
of recyclable materials, said Crawford 
County Administrator Paul Compo. 

The millage would have been on the 
August 3 ballot with the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging’s referendum vote to 
move the Grayling Senior Center to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery building. A second 
proposal will also be on the ballot to build 
a new senior center on property located 
south of North Down River Road east of the 
AuSable River.

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Construction firm for county 
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building project approved

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
approved some of the final 
red tape for the addition and 
renovation of the county 
building to bring it in com- 
pliance with the Americans 
With Disabilities Act. 

The board, at its regular 
monthly meeting last week, 
agreed to hire Ripke 
Construction Co. Inc. of St. 
Helen for the county court- 
house project. The firm was 
the low bidder recommended 
by Northwest Design Group, 
a Petoskey based planning 
and engineering firm work- 
ing with the county on the 
building project. 

The courthouse project 
will make the building com- 
pliant with the Americans 
With Disabilities Act. The 
project will include installing 
an elevator to allow people to 
access the basement floor of 
the building, creating handi- 
capped accessible bathrooms 
and altering doorways and 
counters to better serve the 
handicapped. 

The board agreed to add 
two separate line items to the 
project which were recom- 
mended by engineers. The 
first was adding swipe card 
entrances to access secured 
areas in the courthouse to 
replace the current keypad 
systems. The second was 
including parking lighting 
which will match lighting 


used by the City of Grayling 
for its Downtown 
Development Authority 
Streetscape project. The total 
bid for construction was 
$1,136,429. 

The board authorized the 
sale of up to $1.5 million in 
bonds at an interest rate of no 
greater than six percent. 

Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley spec- 
ulated that the county would 
get an interest rate between 
four and five percent on the 
20-year bond issue. He 
ensured county officials that 
their bond counsel would not 


recommend unfavorable 
interest rates or bad deals to 
the county. 


” 


“They work for us, 
Wakeley said. “They’re not 
going to make their money 
and get working with other 
communities and other agen- 
cies if they recommend a bad 
deal to the county.” 

Wakeley said that bond 
sale documents are similar to 
sales the county does on an 
annual basis, but included 
language recommended by 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission that says the 
county is not liable if the pur- 
chaser of the bonds defaults 
over the terms of the bond 
sale agreement. 

“J have great faith and trust 
in those people that they will 
do what’s right for us,” 
Wakeley said of the bond 
counsel and financial advi- 
sors,

tractors will run into unfore- 
secn issues, 

All change orders will 
have to be investigated, 
authorized and approved by 
Northwest Design Group 
engineers before additional 
dollars for the project are 
approved, 

“Contractors are going to 
want every change order they 
can possibly get their hands 
on,’ said Crawford County 
Commissioner Scott Hanson, 
who is an engineering 
inspector at Camp Grayling. 
“If they know that we’re 
bonding for $1.5 million, 
they’re going to want $1.5 
million.”

That’s not all bad ~ but maybe 
it’s not all good, either. 

A case in point is our obser- 
vance of holidays. 

Christmas faces a continuous 
battle to retain its true and original 
meaning. More and _ more, 
Christmas has become merely a 
marketing device, rather than a 
religious event. 

Labor Day largely ignores the 
glory and grandeur of America’s 
unique labor force, and what it has 
accomplished through the years. 
Instead, Labor Day mostly mea- 
sures when summer ends and 
when school and football begin. 

Thanksgiving has become a day 
for feasting and football, and kicks 
off the Christmas buying season, 
although more and more the 
Christmas shopping frenzy nudges 
Labor Day. 

Americans also create new holi- 


days. Thanksgiving as we know it 
is an all-American holiday. So is 
Mother’s Day. More recent 
American additions are Martin 
Luther King Day in January, and 
Kwaanza in December. 

As years pass, ingenious 
Americans undoubtedly will come 
up with more holiday ideas. 

* * * 

MEMORIAL DAY is both an 
American invention, and it is in 
danger of losing its original mean- 
ing. 

Memorial Day began in the 
South in the 1860s, when a hand- 
ful of southern women decorated 
graves of soldiers killed in the 
Civil War, both Confederate graves 
and Union graves. Appropriately, 
it became known as Decoration 
Day. 

The observance over the years 
has broadened in significance as 
America’s military casualty list 
has grown to include the dead not 
only from the Civil War but also 
from the Spanish American War, 
World War I, World War II, Korea, 
Vietnam, Persian Gulf, our ongo- 
ing battles in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
and other smaller warfare where 


American service personnel have 
died. 

Hopefully the casualty list will 
grow no more, but reality indicates 
it will. 

The Grand Army of the 
Republic (GAR), dedicated to the 
Union cause, in 1868 picked May 
30 as its official observance of 
Memorial Day. 

Across the South, different 
states selected different dates for 
their Memorial Days, with several 
opting for June 3, the birth date of 
Jefferson Davis, first president of 
the Confederacy.

AS TIME passes, Memorial Day 
in America has changed. 

Many families each May make it 
a point to place flowers and other- 
wise spruce up grave sites of fam- 
ily members, 

The American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, among 
other patriotic groups, stand at 
shopping centers and street cor- 
ners to sell paper poppies to help 
pay for programs to help needy 
veterans. 

But to most Americans, 
Memorial Day has become simply 


Memorial Day remains, but its meaning fades 


a long weekend, welcomed as the 
start of summer. It signals time to 
put in the dock and open the cot- 
tage up north, polish up your golf 
game, plant tomatoes or flowers in 
home gardens, get together for 
family picnics. 

Honoring military veterans who 
have served their country has less- 
ening significance. 

The holiday even has been 
moved from May 30, the tradition- 
al day, to a nearby Monday, to cre- 
ate an artificial long weekend, 
which further twists the reason for 
Memorial Day in the first place. 

The American people seem to 
like it that way, and it certainly 
doesn’t inake a bit of difference to 
the deceased veterans whom 
Memorial Day was designed to 
honor. 

But it does detract from the 
meaning and significance of the 
holiday, and in doing so, it dimin- 
ishes just a bit more of our 
American heritage.

IT am writing this letter 
concerning Mr. Edward 
Holtcamp, Fire Chief of 
Beaver Creek. 

I worked with Mr. 
Holtcamp when I was the 
President/CEO of Mobile 
Medical Response. | retired 
from that position in July 
2008. 

1 worked with Mr. 
Holtcamp to develop an 
ambulance service for 
Crawford County that would 
better serve the residents of 
the county. The current 
provider was having prob- 
lems with response times 
and was unable to provide 
more ambulances to the 
community because of the 
cost structure of their com- 
pany. 

I worked along side Mr. 
Holtcamp to design a system 
that would = work — for 
Crawford County and 
Beaver Creek. 

] am very proud to say that 
we accomplished that goal 
and have been in operation 
for eight years. Without Mr. 
Holtcamp’s support and 
guidance this would not 
have happened. 

Over the last cight years, 
MMkR had to be very careful 
of their cost of doing busi- 
ness. We looked for every 
avenue we could to keep cost 
down and service levels up. 
The cost of diesel fuel has 
gone up dramatically in the 
last few years, I began to 
work on a plan to reduce 
MMR’s fuel cost. 

MMR is a private 501C3, 
owned by the two hospitals 
in Saginaw. The hospitals 
can purchase fuel without 
state and federal road tax. 
The helicopter programs in 
the state are exempt as well. 

I researched the cost and 
practicality of putting in fuel 


tanks in each of our 10 coun- 
ty locations. Mr. Holtcamp 
agreed to work with me on 
this project. I read the law, 
talked to my accountants and 
came to the conclusion that 
MMR was eligible for this 
tax relief because we have an 
educational program for 
Paramedic, EMT and MFR. 


Also, most of the hospital 


owned ambulance services 
in Michigan purchase fuel 
without road tax. 

Mr. Holtcamp, at my 
request, agreed to place a 
tank at the Beaver Creek Fire 
Station for use in our ambu- 
lances. MMR paid the bill 
and that worked well until 
the fuel requirements 
changed for the ambulances, 
We discontinued the fuel use 
before the investigation 
started. T told Mr. Holtcamp 
that we were able to pur- 
chase fuel without road tax 
because of the points listed 
above. 

{ understand that Mr. 
Holtcamp has been arrested 
for fuel sale violation. Mr. 
Holtcamp was only acting 
on the information I had 
given him. We both felt 
that what we were doing was 
correct. It is stil! my person- 
al opinion that the ambu- 
lance company that is non- 
profit and working for the 
people of Crawford County 
should be exempt, but that is 
not how the State of 
Michigan is looking at it at 
this time. 

Mr. Holtcamp’s — only 
crime is that he cares too 
much about the residents of 
Crawford County. He had 
no gain from the fuel, 
Beaver Creek did not mark 
up the fuel. MMR paid the 
cost and expense for the fuel.

Last week’s Avalanche 
ran an article about the City 
of Grayling’s cut in revenue 
sharing, quoting Mr. Thayer 
as saying “revenue sharing 
would be cut $50,000 to 
$55,000.” But according to 
the Michigan Department of 
Treasury link at 9 and 10 
News, the cut is only 
$6,655. According to the 
city council special meeting 
minutes from Dec. i, 2008, 
there was no budget issue 
when Mr. Thayer received a 
$3,000 raise to $72,000 a 
year. At the May If council 
meeting, there was no bud- 
get issue in giving Mr. 
Thayer a top of the line 
retirement package, which 
is better than any other 
employee. His contract 
called for a defined benefit 
retirement plan and the 


same plan available to the 
other administrators would 
have fit the bill, Then there 
was the adoption of Public 
Act 88, allowing Mr. Thayer 
to be vested at the City of 
Grayling with less than 
three years of service 
instead of the normal 10 
years required of other city 
employees. 

Why was none of this in 
the paper? Is this worth the 
cost of a police officer, a 
fireman, a DPW worker and 
soon a zoning administra- 
tor? 

We lost the cemetery 
prison crew over a few 
income tax dollars.

To the editor: 

Where does your money 
go? Well, I can tell you that 
several hundred of your tax 
dollars {and mine) have 
gone to pay for the boarding 
of two dogs while they sit 
on death row at the animal 
shelter waiting for an appeal 
to go through. 

This county is using your 
money to pay the shelter to 
hold the dogs and has been 
doing so for the past six 
months. Those are my fam- 
ily’s dogs and we have spent 
thousands of dollars in legal 
fees trying to save their 
lives. 

They frightened a man 
and I am sorry that hap- 
pened. They did not bite 
him even though he threat- 
ened them. Anyone who 
jogs, rides bikes or rides 
horses knows that dogs 
sometimes do chase and 
bark. The death penalty 


for that seems a bit steep to 
me, 
If you live in the county 


and own a dog you should 
be watching and waiting to 
see what happens here. 

The dogs have been at the 
shelter since Nov. 26. They 
have been handled by 
dozens of people since then 
and have been seen by many 
more, So far, they have 
shown no aggression. 

The shelter employees 
testified in court that Shelby 
and Riley are no more 
aggressive than the average 
dog that comes to the shel- 
ter. They are just dogs. 

A licensed dog trainer 
evaluated them and gave 
them a good report. 

Still, Judge Burmeister 
sentenced them to death 
because they might bite 
someone some day. Where 
did he buy that crystal ball? 
The only testimony he con- 
sidered was the man that 
was afraid of them and 
claims that they chased him. 
There was no evidence that 
it actually happened and no 
witnesses could be found. 


The judge never even 
bothered to come out to the 
shelter to see them and the 
animal control officer has 
never to this day spent more 
than five seconds with 
them. 

At any time the judge 
could have changed his 
mind and changed that 
order. He did not. Instead, 
he has forced them to stay 
in the shelter without their 
family and has forced us to 
spend more money than we 
could have even imagined 
trying to do the right thing 
for our animals, 

if they were truly danger- 
ous, we would have had 
them put down ourselves. 

We now have a little 
gtandson who goes to the 
shelter with his parents to 
see Shelby and Riley.

townships and the City of 
Grayling regarding ORVs 
being allowed to operated on 
roads within their jurisdic- 


tion. Beaver Creek 
Township, Frederic 
Township and Grayling 


Charter Township opted to 
have all roads: within their 
jurisdiction opened for ORV 
travel. 

On the other hand, Maple 
Forest Township, South 
Branch Township and the 
City of Grayling have 
requested that no roads in 
their jurisdiction be open for 
ORV travel. 

Lovells Township has 
asked that some roads within 
the township be open to ORV 
traffic. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Scott Hanson, 
who spearheaded the effort 
to get the ORV ordinance 
passed, said townships can 
supercede the county ordi- 
nance by adopting their own 
ORV ordinance after July 17. 

‘Hanson said township offi- 
cials were given adequate 
time to submit input and con- 
cerns for the ORV ordinance, 
which he has attempted to 
streamline for the final draft. 

“It was our goal not to 
have five or six separate 
township ordinances,” 
Hanson said. “To keep it 
clean, within the county, it 
would be easiest to keep it 
with the county.” 

Under the ordinance, an 
ORV must operate at a speed 
no more than 25 mph unless 
a lower speed is posted. A 
person less than 12 years of 
age cannot operate an ORV 
on roads under the ordi- 
nance. The ORV operators 
must operate with the flow of 
traffic, in a manner which 
does not interfere with traffic 
on the road and travel single 
file unless they are overtak-

Language was added to the 
ordinance to address Camp 
Grayling’s Joint Maneuver 
Training Center, since many 
county primary and local 
toads run through the mili- 
tary grounds. When the mili- 
tary closes local road net- 
works to facilitate live fire 
range activities, range gates 
are used to close the road to 
protect civilians and military 
personnel]. Under no circum- 
Stances are ORV operators 
allowed to go around range 
gates and a road closed by a 
range gate is considered to be 
like any other road closed off 
to ORV traffic. The county 
will impose any and al) fines 
allowed by law, plus fines 
included in the ORV ordi- 
nance, if an ORV operator 
enters a live fire range area. 

ORV operators are consid- 
ered to be negligent if they 
are involved in an accident 
with another vehicle. 

‘The fine for violating the 
ordinance adds up to a $500 
civil infraction. In addition, 
the court shall order the 
defendant to pay the cost of 
repairing the environment, 
roads or public property 
damaged as a result of a vio- 
lation.

traffic. 

County Commissioner 
Rick Anderson said he was 
disappointed that half of the 
municipalities in the county 
opted to have their roads 
closed to ORV travel. The 
goal of state and county offi- 
cials was to boost tourism 
and create business for local 
restaurants, gas stations, 
motels and hotels. 

“It's kind of strange that 
Crawford County is the one 
that has everyone opting out 
of everything when we're one 
of the most destitute counties 
in the state of Michigan," 
Anderson said. "We just 
wanted to basically create an 
ordinance that would be uni- 
form throughout all of 
Crawford County. It was to 
be a very simple task." 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
said Road Commissioners 
invite interaction with the 
townships to find connectors 
to create an ORV trails net- 
work, 

“They’re their own gov- 
emment for what goes on in 
their township, so they can 
trump that,” Stephenson said 
of the county ordinance. 

The main concerns are 
narrow roads, narrow roads 
with no shoulders or limited 
shoulders, high traffic roads, 
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ORV ordinance awaits map and list 
of roads before riders can hit trails 


roads where there are high 
amounts of semi and large 
vehicle traffic and line of 
sight problems where there 
are curves. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said he 
wants to provide an informa- 
tional sheet to highlight the 
ordinance and state ORV 
laws. He added that he is 
concerned with potential 
changes that township offi- 
cials might make for local 
ORV travel and riders travel- 
ing on trails and two-tracks 
on state land not designated 
for ORV traffic. 

“My biggest fear and my 
concern is I want to educate 
people,” Wakefield said. 

Wakefield said that 
deputies will not likely issue 
many tickets for ORV viola- 
tions unless there is a major 
violation. 

“Tf they’re educated and do 
something stupid, then it’s 
sorry about your luck,” 
Wakefield said. 

Ultimately, Hanson said it 
will be up to ORV riders, 
local businesses and organi- 
zations to educate people and 
make the ordinance a suc- 
cess. 

“Tf it does not work in this 
county, we have no other 
choice but to shut it down,” 
Hanson said. "I hope it does- 
n’t come to that."

Officials to study new funding plans for recycling

But since there was a 
Tuesday, May 26, deadline to 
get the proposals on the 
August ballot, the recycling 
funding measure will not go 
before voters. Grayling 
Charter Township would have 
had to help fund the cost to 
hold the election along with 
the Commission on Aging. 

The request for a county 
wide millage comes after a 
lerse written letter was sent 
by the Grayling Charter 
Township Board to the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners on how an 
annual payment to Crawford 


County from Waste 
Management is spent. 
Crawford and Otsego 


Countics owned the Waters 
Jandfill until 1991, when they 
sold it to Detroit-based City 
Environmental Services 
(CES). CES sued the two 
counties for breach of con- 
tract when officials refused to 
make it legal for the landfill 
to expand its customer base to 
13 additional countics. 

Crawford County counter- 
sued and criminal] charges 
were filed against the compa- 
ny when it accepted waste 
from Chippewa County, onc 
of the 13 counties in question. 

Both sides dropped their 
lawsuit and the criminal 
charge was also dismissed in 
the 1996 settlement. 

Under the pact, Crawford 
County allowed City 


Environmental Services to 
add the 13 counties through 
ihe county’s solid waste man- 
agement plan. 

The landfill also agreed to 
pay Crawford County 
$75,000 to $150,000 a year to 
hire an environmental moni- 
tor and pay for recycling. The 
landfill has changed hands a 
couple of times since the 
legal action and is now owned 
by Waste Management. 

Also, earlier this year, the 
county, six townships and the 
City of Grayling agreed to 
support Grayting Charter 
Township’s recycling center 
on North Down River Road 
with a total of $8,000 to sup- 
port a part-time employee. 

Grayling Charter Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said 
the township is quickly moy- 
ing through those funds due 
to the low cost the township 
receives for the recycled 
materials. Also, a lack of vol- 
unteers and trustees from the 
Crawford County Jail has 
meant that the part-time 
employee hired to unload 
recycling trailers brought in 
from the townships has had to 
work at the recycling center 
more, 

Wright said that township 
officials project they will con- 
tinue to lose $40,000 to 
$50,000 per year at the recy- 
cling center if a new funding 
solution is not brought to the 
table. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 


man of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
questioned how many county 
residents utilize the recycling 
center and the trailers located 
in the City of Grayling and 
the townships. Stephenson 
noted that Otsego County, 
Kalkaska County, and Grand 
Traverse County have recent- 
ly ceased offering recycling 
services to residents. 

“Why are we going alter a 
tillage if only five percent of 
the people are using it and the 
other 95 percent are paying to 
support it,” Stephenson said. 

Wright said nearly half of 
the 1,000 Grayling Charter 
Township residents, who buy 
permits to dump their trash at 
the township transfer station, 
also wlilize the recycling serv- 
ices. 

Bruce Patrick, the environ- 
mental monitor for Crawford 
County, said trailers from 
Beaver Creek Township, 
South Branch Township and 
the City of Grayling are emp- 
tied at the recycling center 
once per week. Trailers from 
Lovells Township are emp- 
tied every other week. 

Wright said that most 
counties with successful recy- 
cling operations have mill- 
ages to support the opera- 
tions. He said funds from a 
millage could be used to 
replace funds from the town- 
ship and county that are cur- 
rently going toward recy- 
cling. 


“It’s the right thing to do,” 


” Wright said. “What we don’t 


use, we wouldn't take.” 

Wright said that county, 
township and city officials 
could work together to devel- 
op a budget for the recycling 
operations. Funds could be 
set aside for replacement of 
equipment, the purchase of 
new recycling trailers and for 
projected increases in costs 
based on more people recy- 
cling if they are paying the 
additional taxes. 

“We don't know who is 
going to come in every day 
and how much they’re going 
to recycle,” Wright said. 

Patrick said it would be 
futile for the township and 
county to part ways and have 
two recycling centers. 

“} would hate to see il 
come to an end, but I can’t see 
having two separate recycling 
operations,” Patrick — said. 
“That seems kind of silly for 
a county where there are only 
15,000 people.” 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Mike Lange, 
who chairs the county's ways 
and means commiltec, 
remained hopeful that a solu- 
tion could be reached before 
hitting taxpayers’ pocket- 
books and wallets or trashing 
recycling altogether. 

“Tt think we need to get the 
dollars and cents together and 
maybe there’s something we 
can do without raising taxes 
on people,” Lange said.

“You can get what you 
want when you build new and 
start from scratch,” Snyder 
said. 

Acknowledging the oppo- 
sition to move to the fish 
hatchery, Snyder said county 
residents would show support 
for building a new senior cen- 
ter by agreeing to increase 
their tax bills. Then, all ques- 
tions regarding the senior 
center would be resolved and 
the Commission on Aging 
would havea direction to go. 

If both proposals are voted 
down, Snyder said officials 
would have no other option 
but to make staff and program 
adjustments. 

“There is no money float- 
ing around from anywhere 
else,” Snyder said. “We don’t 
have a lot of options.” 

Vivian Powers, a senior 
who spearheaded the petition 
drive, said the county will be 
asking residents to renew an 
operating millage for the 
Commission on Aging next 
year no matter which option 
is backed by voters. 

Robert MclIntosh, another 
senior who circulated peti- 
tions, questioned why proper- 
ty owned by the Carl W. 
Borchers VFW Post #3736, 
on Madsen Street, was -not 
considered for a new senior 
center. The land was donated 
to the veterans organization 
by the late Beth Seator. 

Snyder said initial discus- 
sions were held on_ that 
option, but would have had to 
involve a long-term lease 
agreement with the VFW and 
other legalities. 

“The question never came 
up because that option never 
came to the top of the list of 
potential sites,” Snyder said.
